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American Mall. 

[Per Stoamer Isabel.] 

Some titno ago a man was bitten by 
a mud dog at Dallas, Tex. He at once 
took all precautions against an attack 
of hydrophobia ; but in vain. A few 
weuks ago he became convinced that 
the vim's was working in his system 
and at once resolved to take measures 
thai should prevent his injuring his 
wife and children, in case his fears of 
hydrophobia wererealized. Ho procured 
a twelve-foot trace chain and strong 
lock and went into the woods. After 
writing his wifo a calm letter, in which 
In- told her what was about to happen, 
giving directions as to his wishes aftor 
death, and pouring out a volume of 
loya for her and the children, he ran 
tl.f chain around the tree, drew it 
tii rough the large ring at the end, and 
itien wound the other end around his 
imkle so tight that it would not slip 
tin- foot, locked it with the lock and 
threw the key far beyond his reach. The 
body was found two days after still 
chained to the tree. There was all the 
evidence necessary to show the horrible 
death from hydrophobia. The ground 
was torn up the full length of the chain 
tlm' nails of tho fingera wrenched off, 
and all hia front teeth torn out in scratch- 
iugttnd biting the tree,and every thread 
of clothing off his body. The tree was 
dreadfully lacerated with these, the 
only weapons the madman could use. 

Edison's plans for the electric light- 
ing of New York are as follows : — The 
wires aro to be laid under the pave- 
ments instead of extending over them, 
and of course a cable is demanded in- 
stead of a simple wire. The cable pre- 
ferred by Mr. Edison is a Swiss patent, 
invented in Cortaillod, in that Repub- 
lic, by Berthoud <fc Borel. The sup- 
ply of this especial wire is rather 
limited at present, and this will 
tend to prevent the immediate general 
use of the lights. The importation of 
such a cable, moreover, makes it more 
costly from customs duties and freight, 
than if it were prepared here, and ar- 
rangements are making for sotting up 
an American factory, from which the 
supply of cablo may in futuro be 
obtained. The Edison lamps aro 
still to be manufactured at Men- 
lo Park, as hitherto. Tho cables 
used are about half an inch in diame- 
ter, and will. bo laid under tho sidewalks. 
The main or street cable is a loaden 
tube containing a single insulated wire, 
while the branches, one of which will 
be carried into each houso that employs 
tho light, consist of a three eigths of 
an inch cable, made up for sevon small 
wires, each insulated. These are dis- 
tributed through the house to the lamps, 
so that each separate light can be used 
at pleasure. The meter is in the cellar, 
and householders pay for their electri- 
city as they are supposed to pay for 
their gas, according to the quantity 
used. 

Some days ago Mrs. Banks, of Lynch- 
burg, Maaon county, 111,, was buried, 
though some persons present at the fun- 
eral thought they saw signs of life in the 
supposed corpse. A Charleston, 111., 
despatch to tho Indianapolis Journal 
gives the sequel as follows : — Tho day 
after tho funeral the grave waB opened 
and the casket cover removed, when it 
was seen that the hands, which had been 
tied together and placed upon the bo- 
som, were lying by the side. Suppos- 
ing her to be dead, no further signs of 
life being visible, they readjusted the 
hands, closed and lowered the casket, 
and covered up the grave. A fow days 
later friends persuaded the husband to 
have the remains examined again, which 
he did, and again found her hands lying 
by her side,and also her hair dishevelled, 
Still there seemed no signs of life, and 
the third time the body was covered in 
the grave. By this time the excite- 
ment began to intensify in tho commun- 
ity until, on the fourth day after the 
burial, tho body was again exhumed, 
and again the same evidences of pro- 
tracted life as formerly were plainly ob- 
served. The body was taken home, 
medical aid called, and restorative agen- 
cies applied. The last account we have 
of the case is thatthepatient is recover- 
ing, and will probably soon stand before 
the world a living example of a person 
who has lain four days in the grave.

HOW TO SQUARE ACCOUXTS. 

The question of compensation for de- 
lavs ill railway construction will short- 
ly absorb the attention o£ provincial 
politicians. For railway non-con. 
Btruction tho Dominion is supposed to 
have laid itself liable to heavy pecuni- 
ary penalties, and a3 the time-limit for 
the completion of the transcontinental 
lino will expire on the 21st July of the 
present year, it is not. improbable that 
our patriotic, farseoing and intelligent 
government is already engaged in mak 
ing out its "little bill" for presentation 
at"Ottawa. The aggregate of this. "bill" 
will doubtless soar into the millions. 
To bo completo it must embrace a large 
it-em for damages incurred through the 
non-construction of the Island railway 
as well as for breach of contract- in tho 
matter of the main line. It it. hoped 
that while the government shall feql it 
their duty to press tho claim with their 
customary dignity and sweetness of 
temper, they will have tho good sense 
to refrain from reference to "musketry 
tactics;" that they will not flourish be- 
fore Canada's eyes a pair of scissors as 
a reminder that they desire to "sever 
tho connection;" and that they will not 
entrust the account for presentation to 
a gentleman who will be instructed to 
open tho delicato negotiations with a 
shower' of muddy abuse. It is beyond 
the range of probability that the claim, 
however -just, will be immediately paid. 
Sotno years must necessarily elapse be- 
fore a settlement can he readied. In- 
deed, it is possible that the line 
on the mainland will bo complet- 
ed and the cars running through 
before a settlement will be arrived at ; 
and; in tho meanwhile, what are the 
people of this province to do 1 To fold 
their hands and wait for the sky to fall 
so that- they may catch larks J To 
remain idle and listless while the rest 
of tho world is ajog with bustle and 
lifu 7 No; a hundred tim-s, No. While 
the people are awaiting the pay- 
ment of tho Canadian millions of 
money as indemnity into the provin- 
cial treasury they must not forget that 
there are present advantages to be im- 
proved, as well as prospective advan- 
tages to be provided for. Canada's 
bargain with the Syndicate calls for an 
expenditure of $40,000,000 (84,000,- 
000 per annum) within the borders of 
British Columbia during the next ten 
years. By 1 89 1 the overland railway 
is to be completed from ocean to ocean. 
Tho expenditure of this vast sum 
among our people in so short a time 
ought to impart a great impetus to 
business and . stimulate tho develop- 
ment of every resource; and it becomes 
the duty of every man who 
possesses the slightest interest in the 
country to consider ways and means 
for retaining among our own people 
the largest possible amount of the 
money that must be. expended 
on railway account. We submit -that 
the most efficient plan for accomplish- 
ing that end is to stop the leak; to 
drive a plug into every hole through 
which the wealth of the country has 
dribbled since 185S. The customs 
revenue collectable at the port of Vic- 
toria (estimated) for 1881 is §720,000. 
That means the importation of about 
$2,500,000 of dutiable goods. Add to 
that the value of free goods (about £1,- 
000,000) and we have, including duty, 
a total annual expenditure of SI, 220,- 
000 for goods" produced abroad. We 
have not included the cost of freight, 
wharfage end other charges in these 
figures;but have nodoubt that British Co- 
lumbia will send away, in 1 881,. §500,- 
000 more than she wijl receive in the 
way of railway construction. The 
most confirmed Canada-hater ought to 
regard it as a labor of love to assist en- 
terprises that will keep Canadian money 
in the province, and reduce the en- 
ormous amount that will in any case be 
drawn back in the form of duties to 
Ottawa to tho lowest point; and the 
most ardent. admirer of Canadian in- 
stitutions will not be able to detect the 
slightest tinge of disloyalty in well 
directed efforts to build up his adopted 
home. If by the judicious encourage 
raent of manufactures in Victoria — 
where the nucleus of great works 
already is— one-half the §4,500,000 
which we shall require to send away 
during thepresent year canineach future 
year be paid to local producers, what 
a grand field for the employment of 
capital and labor the country will be- 
come. Two millions two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars, paid annually to 
local producers, which under existing 
circumstances is now sent away to buy 
goods that can bo and ought to be made 
up here, would enrich hundreds and 
maintain thousands of happy homes. 
Two millions, two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars is within a'quarter of 
a million dollars of the best year's yield 
of the Cariboo gold mines ; and resi- 
dents of 1862-'G3 will readily recall the 
flush times of that epoch. We know 
of no place in the Dominion that pre- 
sents so inviting a field for the employ 
tnent of capital in manufacturing en- 
terprises as British Columbia; and we 
know of no city more advantageously 
situated for trado or with more natural 
resources ather command than Victoria. 
The high tariff of the Dominion sup- 
plies all the protection that could be 
desired; and while that tariff is a posi- 
tive benefit to Eastern Canada it is 
destined, absolutely, to draw the Fed- 
eral money that is to be spent in 
British Columbia back into the 
Ottawa treasury and leave this 
country in a worse plight than 
before, unless a strong and deter- 
mined effort is made to "square tho ac- 
count"! with Canada by retaining for 
tho province's" own benefit and use 
every possible dollar that- may be 
expended hero ior railway purposes. 



Through an unfortunate error in 
1S59, and since perpetuated arid;Con- 
firmed by the erection of substantial 
buildings along the west Fide of Gov- 
ernment street from Fortj to Johnson 
street, a deflection or from one to four 
feet exists in tho line. That is to say, 
Government street between those points 
is from lto 1 feet wider than the original 
plan or map of tho city calls for. 
Tbis unfortunate error was made pub- 
lic some months ago; but as property- 
holders on tho west side have received 
all the land they paid for, but little at- 
tention has been given the matter. 
A few weeks ago, however, tho 
mattor came up in the City 
Council and the survey commis- 
sioners were instructed to make 
Government street of a uniform width 
of 70 feet. This instruction the com- 
missioners declined to carry out, and on 
Wednesday evening a resolution was 
passed to the same effect ; hut tho 
commissioners will not budge an inch — 
let alone four feet. They 'recognize, 
what all othor disinterested or in- 
terested observers recognize, that great 
confusion and expense would be caused 
by the establishment of the new line 
which would involve the moving for- 
ward of all the buildings affected by 
the change — for if one store adopts the 
new lino all the rest 'must follow suit 
or the value of the holdings will greatly 
depreciate. . The' proposed change 
means practically a free gift of the 
surplus land by the city to the owners 
of property along the west s-ide of tho 
street,. who, as we have remarked, al- 
reudy hold all they have paid for. 
The city is entitled to hold the remain? 
der; or, at least, should not part with it 
without a valuable consideration. Some 
years ago, we are reminded, the city 
proposed to straigluten Yates street on 
the north side of that thorough- 
fare from Government to Broad 
streets. In furtherance of that propo- 
sition' the property -holders whose land 
would have been enhanced in value if 
the change had been made were 
'sounded" as to the sum they 
would require to part with 
the narrow strip necessary for the im- 
provement. What was their reply'/ 
Did they offer the city a free gift of the 
strip] Not a bit of it. They asked 
something like §50,000 in coin, and the 
improvement was not effected. And 
nowcomes the city and proposes to pre- 
sent the property-holders on Government 
street, west side, with'from one to four 
feet of valuable, frontage for nothing at. 
till ! The Councillors could not have 
understood the matter properly or they 
would never have voted as they did on 
Wednesday.

Dangerous Prac-tiue. — A number of 
boys from fivo years of ago and upwards 
aro in the habit of fishing from the odges 
of wharves along the water front. In 
some instances groups from five, and 
not even that ago, frequent wharves 
where no shipping is lying and where in 
case of an accident help would bu long in 
reaching them. Unless parents are more 
careful in keeping their children away 
from the wharves thoy may expoct boforo 
long to hear of some of them falling into 
the water with perhaps fatal results.

Municipal Polioo Court. 

[Before Messrs McLean, Bithet and Shotuolt, J. I".-.) 

Friday, April 22. 
Tho charge of tho infraction of tho City 
By Law by the Police Magistrate came 
up for hearing at 11 o'clock. A largo 
number of spectators were present. 

The information was laid by Sergeant 
Bloomfield. 

Mr. Pooley appeared for tho defence 
and said'that tho defendant admitted tho 
horso was left untied. He would there- 
fore call witnesses for the defence to prove 
that the horse was under Mr. Pombor- 
ton's control all tho time. It was stand- 
ing opposite Bossi & Co's store. His 
client wished to ascertain whether a horso 
could not bo left at the sidewalk while its 
owner had it under his oyo only a short 
distance away. 

Sir. Drake, for the prosecution, would 
call witnesses to prove that the horse was 
left untied and tho length of time it was 
so loft. 

Mr. Snyder sworn— On the 7th inat., 
was at Bossi & Go's, store, and saw Mr, 
Pemberton's horse standing outsjdo of 
a cart which was cloao to tho sidowalk ; 
tho horse was untied ; Mr. Pomherton 
was standing pretty woll toward the lower 
end of tho store talking to Mr. Giessle- 
man ; and he, witness, remarked that it 
was strango a judge should leave his horse 
unfastened. 

To Mr. Pooley — The horso was move 
than fivo feet from tho cart toward the 
middlo of tho stroet ; had been in the 
Police Court before Mr. Pomherton ; but 
had not sworn vengeance against him. 

To Mr. Rithot— Did not stay long at 
tho store ; went on down town ; did not 
see Mr, Pomborton at tho door ; was al- 
most positivo that Mr. Geiasleman'ffhorso 
was tied. 

Joseph Hoy wood, sworn —Was stand- 
ing in front of his store on tho 7th inst. , 
when Mr. Snyder called his attention to 
Mr. Pemberton's horso standing unfasten- 
ed opposite Mr. tliossloman's ; saw tho 
horso standing outside of tho grocery cart 
or wagon; it stood thero fur live or six 
minutes. 

Cross-examined— Could not see Mr. 
Gieselman's door, but could see tho sido- 
walk. 

Frank Campbell, sworn— Was standing 
in front of Mr. Heywood's store on tho 
7th inst. when Mr. Snyder said ho want- 
ed to find a policeman, as Mr. Pember- 
ton's horse was standing in front of Bos- 
si's store untied; the horso was standing 
outside of tho grocer's wagon, 

To Mi-. McLean— Could not see mora 
than half the sidewalk from where ho 
stood; tho horse was not close to tho 
wagon; did not wait till Mr. Pomborton 
came out and got into his buggy. 

C. GiesBolman, sworn — Mr. Pembcrton 
was at witness' store on tho 7th inst. , did 
not recollect seeing Mr. Pemberton's 
horse on that occasion; did not think tho 
occurrence spoken of by tho last witness 
happened on that day; Mr. Pemberton 
said to witness that he could not leave 
his horso as it was untied and asked to 
have things brought out to him; ho was 
a fow feet in the store on tho 7th inst., 
but was in sight of his horse all the time. 

To Mr. Drake — Would not pledge his 
recollection against that of tho other wit- 
ness; it might havo been on ihat day. 

To Mr. McLean— Could almost swear 
that on tho 7th Mr. Pembcrton left his 
horso on Broad street. 

Mr. Pooley considered that tho question 
would turn on the point as to whether 
tho horso was from under tho control of 
its owner. If the soction of tho by law- 
was so interpreted it would take two men 
to manage every vehicle in town The 
learned counsel reviewed tho ovidonco, 
slating that Mr. Snyder had threatened 
vengeanco against the polico magistrate, 
and submitted that the charge was not 
provon. 

Mr. Drake stated that Mr. Snyder did 
not lay tho information and was not actu- 
ated by any malice. If a horse happens 
to bo a fow foot away from a person and 
starts away tho owner would havo somo 
difficulty in catching him, especially in 
Mr. Pemberton's case, where the horse is 
a well known racer. (Laughter.) 

Mr. McLean said that in tho opinion of 
the Bench tho by-law should receive a 
reasonable interpretation. They were of 
opinion that a horse is under the con- 
trol of a person or owner who for a short 
time might bo in a storo or place of busi- 
ness so long as his eyo is upon the animal. 
If thi3 view of the law wero not taken it 
would take two persons to manage overy 
dray or v.-hicle in town, as tho owner 
could not back his wagon against the side- 
walk and go round it without somo other 
porson standing at tho animal's head. 
This would bo an interpretation altogether 
too rigorous to put upon tho section in 
question. Iu this case Mr. Pemberton 
had, they thought unintentionally, stayed 
away from his horso loncor than tho law 
contemplated and tho Bench had unani- 
mously decided that a fine of one dollar 
should bo imposed. 

Tho conviction created some little sen- 
sation and excitement in the crowded 
court-room. This was, however, soon 
suppressed by the officers. 

Mr. Drake asked if the costs of the case 
wero to be allowed. 

After a consultation between the learn- 
ed counsel on both sides and the Bench it 
was decided that the question of costs 
could not bo entertained. Thej' wore, 
therefore, not allowed. 

James Smith, on remand from Thuis- 
day, was again placed in the dock. 

Mrs. Ellis, sworn— Went to the prison- 
er's room in consequenco of what Mr. 
Nightingale told her to look for a pair of 
spectacles which he had lost ; wont with 
him to No. 18, prisoner's room ; luokud 
all round the room, thon under the bed, 
and discovered a piece of carpet that had 
boon disturbed ; hIio raised it up and to 
hor surprise found tho chain and locket 
now produced ; the articles wero put back 
again under the carpet and the door lock- 
ed; di.d not miss them till they wero 
found; thoy were in her room within two 
or three days. 

To the Court — Went to prisoner's room 
to look for a pair of spectakles that Mr. 
Nightengale had lost ; did not know- 
that the other articles wero gone at that 
time. 

Mr. Ellis recalled — Romembored the 
prisoner arriving at the hotel; he had two 
small paper bundles with him; did not 
know what had become of thorn; a shirt, 
an old vest and a red flannel undershirt 
were all ho noticed in his room: heard 
him say to the Supt. of Polico that he had 
other baggage, but it was his business as 
to where it was. 

This closed tho case for the prosecu- 
tion. 

Mr. T. Davie for the defence referred 
to the newspaper report that a man of 
tho prisoner's complexion had been seen 
on the promises of Drs. Calder and 
Thompson and afterwards . at the Com- 
mercial Hotel; with the articles in his room 
there wero grounds for the arrest of tho 
prisoner if ho could have been connected 
in any way with the other robberies. 
When it was found that ho had not boon- 
on those promises and that tho gold lock- 
et and chain turned out to bo a piece of 



Brummagem not worth 25 cents, the case 
assumed a very different complexion. He 
submitted that the case should be treated 
simply on its merits: If tho man was to 
be committed it should be on the case 
now before the court. If ho had pleaded 
guilty tho case would havo been dealt with 
.summarily and tho matter brought to an 
end. Tho articles had been the play- 
things of Mr. Ellis' children and they 
might easily havo been put there by them. 
Counsel dwelt upon the trilling valuo of 
the articles alleged to havo been stolon 
and tho prisoner's willingness to have his 
room searched. Tho country ought not 
to bo put to tho expenso of a trial beforo 
a highor court on the evidence that had 
bcon adduced in this case. Neither ought 
tho prisoner to bo kept in goal for anothor 
month before the trial could come on. 

His worship statod that it was not his 
business to say whether tho prisoner was 
guilty or not guilty. There wero suspi- 
cious circumstances surrounding tho case 
that ho could not ignore. All things con- 
sidered it was his duty to commit tlio 
prisoner for trial at tho next assizes. 

Tho prisoner was committed accord- 
ingly. 

Daniel Davis was charged with tin- 
lawfully assaulting a Hvdah Indian named 
Mary. 

Tho prosecutor did not appear and 
Supt. O'Connor stated that sho could not 
now bo found. 

Sir. Davie for the defendant contended 
that ho should be dismissed as tho plain- 
tiff was not present t.. press the charge, 
and quoted from the Act iu support of his 
contention. 

Supt. O'Connor explained the circum- 
stances of tho assault. 

Mr. Davie was of opinion that the caso 
must bo vory trilling or tho woman would 
have been present. 

His Honor thought that tho special 
officer who had seon tho assault ought to 
havo been present. He would therefore 
discharge tho prisoner.

Additional hog posts and 
chains add very considerably to the 
strength and stillness of tho vessel, Her 
freight carrying capacity has been largoly 
augmented. New and powerful pumping 
machinery recently imported not only 
facilitates the generation of steam, but af- 
fords greater security in a caso of snagging 
or similar mishaps. Various othor im- 
provements arc being introduced besides 
an entirely now wheel and a bottor ar- 
rangement of the tiller ropes. When com- 
pleted, which will be in two or three 
woeks, sho will bo a roomy, commodious, 
powerful and safe stoamer; capable of do- 
ing an immense amount of work and alto- 
gether a credit to her energetic and en- 
terprising owners.

[LouIbvIHo Courier-Journal.] - 

There is u growing belief - that it is 
tho design of the secretary o£ state to 
bring on- a foreign war soraewbere 
about the end of 1S83. Tho idea is 
that such a war would.be not only pop- 
ular, but would furnish a potent argu- 
ment forthe re-election of Mr. Garfield. 
This is exceeding problematical, for, 
instead, it might tho rather strengthen 
the pretensions of Gen. Grant. In mat- 
ters of this sort one cannot, as the boys 
say, "most always sometimes toll." 
That Gen. Grant will be a candidate in 
188-1 is contingent only on his life, and 
if ho does take tho field, he will not 
again fool his time away upon a doubt- 
ful convention. He will have a con 
vention of his own, and those who 
laugh at his ambition and jeer at his 
conceit will find that it will tako a 
great effort to boat him. 

Mr. Blaine is a man of uncommon 
mental and physical activity. He is 
no sluggard. To do nothing is hateful 
to him. It is true that he entered the 
state department declaring that ho re- 
quired and desired eight years of rest. 
But this was merely another way of 
saying he would not bo a candidate for 
president in 18S-1, and of relinquishing 
his claims in favor of Mr. Garfield. Ho 
will never be content to sit tamely in 
tho foreign office writing polite essays, 
giving good dinners, and passing pleas- 
antries with the members of tho diplo- 
matic corps. He has already takon 
John Bull to task about the fisheries, 
and notified the English and the French 
that American pork is as good meat 
as is going, accompanying the state- 
inent by an intimation that his next 
communication will be forwarded "with- 
out the bo.'s lnrJ." All this is well. 
The people generally would like to soe 
tho American eagle' flap his wings. Tho 
discretion of Mr. Fish was timely, and 
tho abstinonco of Mr. Evarts, though 
not brilliant, was endurable. But we 
are recovered from our internecine strife 
now, and a foreign war might have its 
advantages. 

Wo servo notice on tho secretary of 
state, liowcvor, that he must keop his 
hands oil Mexico. We must conquer 
| Mexico by commerce and annex her by 
railroads. Myxico is to be our gold 
mine. There is money in Moxieo. 
Already the bowels of Wall street bo- 
gin to yearn after Mexico. Tho day is 
not far distant when wo shall see a 
peaceful army pouring across tho Rio 
Grande, not to bring the country into 
the union, but to establish there a Yanke- 
Spanish republic, as our friend and ally. 
Within five and twenty years the like- 
lihood is that a foreigner will be presi- 
dent of Mexico ; perhaps Rudolph Fink, 
who has gone over thero under genial 
auguries and has already gained a foot- 
ing. So Mr. Blaine must let Mexico 
alone. Save in the way of kindness, he 
must not lift a knife or fork. 

If he should consult us, and be gov- 
ernod by our wishes, wo should advise 
him to tackle England. It would be a 
pretty sight to see a brigade of blacf 
cavalry prancing down Piccadilly. Tho 
British burned our capital at Washing- 
ton, and we must return the compli- 
ment by administering a dose of nitro- 
glycerine to Buckingham Palace. We 
should like to havo Leslie Coombs re- 
view the veterans of 1812 in Hyde 
Park. Old Blucher smacked bis lips 
and rode by St. Paul's and remarked 
that London was a lovely place for 
sacking. Old Blucher is dead ; but we 
fancy Sheridan ' could do the job as 
thoroughly as a Prussian. And it 
would be a fine thing, after 500 years 
of Saxon persecution, to seo the green 
flag of Ireland and the stars and stripes 
floating in triumph from the clock- 
tower of Westminster; to re-partition 
tho English lands upon our American 
homestead system, giving to the exiled 
son of Erin and tbe down-troddpn col- 
ored man of tho south forty British 
anres and a mule ! 

The English would not like it at all. 
But they don't like us anyhow ; so why 
should Mr. Blaine be sensitive about 
their feelings 1 Indeed, it is bis only 
chance. Wo can't light Germany, be- 
cause we have no quarrel, to speak of, 
and the Germans constitute our best 
citizens, and wo don't want to stop* tho 
supply. We canV fight, France, bo- 
cause, to say nothing about France be- 
ing a republic, good Americans who go 
to Paris when they dio would be cut 
off by tho blockade, and would have to 
swing with Mahomet's colBn in mid-air 
uncil the close of the war. Wo can't 
light Russia, because possession of tho 
entiro Muscovite Empire would do us 
no good. More than that, Russia is 
too far off. Spain would not be a mouth- 
ful, Austria and England only remain 
as possibilities for Mr. Blaine's warlike 
enterprise, and, as the English speak 
English (though mighty bad English it 
is) and the Austrians don't, let us take 
England by all means. 

The American eagle is looking tow- 
ards you at the present moment, Mr. 
Blaine. 



A Bad Joke. — Down at Los Ango- 
los a very bad 'April Fool's Joke' was 
perpetrated by some unknown person. 
It was in the shape of an extra headed : 
'The Last Chapter ! I M Kalloch As- 
sassinated ! M II Do Young His Mur- 
derer ! Do Young Hanged by a Mob !' 
Further on this disgraceful squib re- 
cites the destruction of tho Chronicle 
office, tbe organization of a Vigil ance 
Committee, the calling out of the mili- 
tia in San Francisco and tbe prostra- 
tion of old Kalloch from grief. Tho 
matter contained was, of course, libel- 
lous, as well as infamous, and it may 
yet be the cause of sending the perpe- 
trator to the penitentiary at San Quen- 
tin.

THE BRITISH COLUMBIA 



Tho Directors in making thoir Annual Roport have to inform tho Subsoribors 
that during tho past year thoy havo succeoded in purchasing a plot of land of 5 acroa 
immediately adjoining tho Hospital, for the purpose of orocting an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection with tho Hospital. Tho Government havo voted a sum of 
money for tho oroction of tho necessary buildings; but beforo tho works could be 
commenced tho Government roquirod tho land to bo conveyed to tho Crown, -which 
has beon dono. Tho coming spring will, it is hoped, soo this most necessary adjunct 
to tho institutions of tho Province completed. 

Tho Directors rogrot that tho Houao of Assembly havo passed a resolution com- 
elotely reversing the policy under which tho Hospital has been for bo many years 
not unsuccessfully managod; hitherto the Government havo boon content with hav- 
ing two Directors on the Board, and as a rulo theso Government Directors havo been 
active and useful members, and havo fully answered the purposes for which they wore 
placed on tho Board. 

Tho othor Directors are the nominees of tho Subscribers. Tho proposod change 
will be detrimental to tho intorosts of thoso for whom a hospital is supported. Tho 
attention necessary to details takes up a groat deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now porformod officiontly by eight gcntlomen will be equally as woll per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and tho inevitablo result will be a rocurronco 
to the worst evils of tho past. Tho interest which tho publio now tako in the insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lesson, and tho nctive and friendly assistanco given by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely Government institution. 

Tho Dirootora havo again to express their thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and the 
Vancouver Coal Company for donntions of coal and to various charitable aocioties and 
individuals who havo gonorously contributed to the support of tho institution. 

Tho affairs of tho Hospital havo been economically managod, as will bo seen by 
the amount of sulfbrings roliovodand the Treasurer's account of the expenditure. 

In closing this report tho Directors rsgrot that tho change introduced by the 
Government will prevent thorn again offering thoir services, ana from tho applications 
which have bcon received for a return of subscriptions and tho opinions expressed of 
tho chango, they fear that the closing of one of tho most useful institutions of tho 
Provinco will ultimately bo the rosult. 

There yet remains to bo considered tho question of tho ownership of the pro- 
perty and tho terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far tho pro- 
iient changes will affect it. On this subject tho Directors are not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

Of whom 10 havo died from tho following causes: — Lung Disoase, C; Heart Dis- 
ease, 1: Paralysis, 1; Old Ago andExhaustion, 2. Total 10. 

In conclusion I have to express my thanks to my professional brethren, who have 
always rendered me any assistanco I was in need of; and I would wish to draw tho 
attention of the Board of Directors to the admirablo manner in which tho Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, has conducted tho internal affairs of tho Hospital, showing 
all possiblo kindness and consideration for tho patients compatible with tho discipline 
necessary in a public institution.
